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PRUSSIANS AND SOUTH 
GERMANS IN DISPUTE 


Each Faction Contends for Control 
of National Assembly 
at Weimar.

London, February 4— The “ reeon- 
strnction” parliament convenes today 
with a large portion of the country’s 
workers 
attempting to 
take recon­ 
struction into their own hands. 
As 
organization 
of the 
newly elected 
body gets under way, Great Britain 
and 
Ireland 
face 
the 
constantly 
growing -menace of a general strike 
which is frankly admitted by many 
of its instigators to be the first step 
toward attempted socialization of the 
nation’s indu.-tries under a Bolshe­ 
vistic regime. 
The important 
issues 
that 
tho 
parliament must pass upon are: 
’Ratification of the peace treaty. 
Settlement of thp general strikes. 
Definition 
of its 
attitude toward 
the Irish republic. 
Adoption of a general reconstruc­ 
tion problem. 
Under the last division is included 
the problem 
of import 
restrictions 
with possible 
departure from 
the 
“ free trade’’ policy; free land for 
soldiers; better housing and working 
conditions and extension and main­ 
tenance of the merchant marine. 
Both the 
coalition and 
minority 
parties are pledged to put through 
sociologic reforms “ which will make 
the country worthy of the heroism of 
he men 
who hove fought 
fo r het 
-nice 1914.” 
Thp housing problem 
will be one of the first things to be 
considered. 
Parliament will be ask­ 
ed 
to authorize 
the building 
o f 
thousands 
of cottages 
within easy 
access 
to 
the 
industrial 
region s. 
These 
cottages would 
be sold 
to 
workmen on easy payments. 
A 
m inistry of 
health is to 
be-- 
created to keep tab on sanitary con­ 
ditions in 
industrial quarters 
and 
se,, that the workers’ environment is 
made more pleasant. 
The wage scale, it is hoped, will 
not be allowed to drop back to its 
ante-bellum, hand to mouth level. 
W hile there will be some difficulty 
in fixing a minimum wage, it seem- 
praetieally certain that some figure 
will be agreed on which will enable 
all workmen 
to maintain 
a much 
higher 
standard 
of 
living 
than 
hitherto has been possible. 
Regulations of working hours will 
be debated and some maximum work­ 
ing dav fixed.

stuffs, however, offers encourage­ 
ment. 
Take eggs for instance. 
There 
was a time not so many weeks ago 
when twelve eggs retailed at sixty- 
eight cents. It was then that many 
people looked 
upon an egg as 
a 
symbol of wealth and talked about 


the time when they had purchased 
them as low as six cents a dozen. A 
short time ago the prices began to 
slip a little and retailers are now 
offering them at thirty-five cents a 
dozen. 
Butter is another commodity that 
has been jolted just a little from its 
former position. 
Creamery butter 
retailed 
as high 
as 
seventy-four 
cents a pound, 
paper wrapper in­ 
cluded without extra charge. 
The 
same quality of butter is now bring­ 


ing forty-eight cents. 
Country but­ 
ter which reached the high range of 
from fifty-five 
to seventy cents 
a 
pound 
is retailing from 
forty to 
forty-five cents. 
Local 
dairymen 
recently 
an­ 
nounced a reduction in the price of 
milk of two cents a quart. 
Milk is 
now selling at twelve cents a quart. 
Lard which retailed as 
high as 
thirty-five cents a pound is selling at 
a 
range of from twenty-eight 
to 
thirty-two cents a pound. A reduc­ 


tion is also found in the retail price 
of beans. 
Navy beans reached the 
high mark of twenty-two cents and 
are now selling at twelve and one- 
half cents a pound. There has been 
a 
reduction of 
one-third in 
the 
price of Pinto beans which bring ten 
cents a pound on the local market. 
Dealers say that while there has 
been no appreciable decrease in the 
price of potatoes, the market is not 
as strong as it was a few days ago 
and the indications are that the price 


will take 
a slight tumble within a 
short time. 
Canned goods probably 
will not vary from the present price 
as the year's product was sold in 
advance.
